FOREWORD 


In  April  1943  the  Regents  authorized  a  series  of  studies  to  determine  the  State’s 
needs  for  education  beyond  the  secondary  school  and  the  capacity  of  its  present 
schools  and  colleges  to  satisfy  these  needs. 

John  Dale  Russell  of  the  University  of  Chicago  was  employed  as  Chief  Research 
Consultant  in  Higher  Education  and  under  his  direction  a  program  of  research  was 
planned  through  the  cooperative  effort  of  the  Department’s  Divisions  of  Research 
and  Higher  Education.  At  various  stages  of  its  formulation  the  program  was 
discussed  with  the  College  Council  and  in  December  1943,  was  presented  to  the 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Universities  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

In  planning  the  research  it  was  anticipated  that  immediately  following  the  war 
there  would  be  an  unprecedented  need  for  educational  guidance.  Returning  veterans 
will  want  to  know  what  educational  opportunities  are  available.  Youth  released 
from  industry  and  newly  graduated  from  high  school  will  look  to  the  higher  insti¬ 
tutions  of  learning  with  renewed  interest.  They  will  want  to  know  where  any 
particular  type  of  education  is  available  and  at  what  cost.  They  will  wish  to  compare 
schools  or  colleges  offering  the  type  of  education  desired.  They  will  be  interested 
in  their  admission  requirements,  their  facilities  for  recreation,  housing  and  boarding, 
their  financial  and  professional  standing  and  other  pertinent  information. 

To  obtain  the  data  needed  in  the  educational  counseling  of  veterans  and  others, 
an  inventory  was  made  of  the  facilities  for  postsecondary  education  in  the  State  of 
New  York.  This  manual  contains  information  concerning  all  the  registered  junior 
colleges  and  degree-granting  institutions  in  the  State.  A  second  manual  will  give 
similar  information  for  the  non-degree-granting  institutions  offering  postsecondary 
education. 

The  manual  is  a  joint  product  of  the  Division  of  Research,  the  Division  of 
Higher  Education  and  the  Bureau  of  Guidance.  Its  preparation  was  made  possible 
through  the  generous  cooperation  of  the  presidents  and  other  officials  of  the  93 
universities,  colleges  and  professional  schools  of  the  State.  It  is  presented  to 
counselors  and  youth  with  the  hope  that  it  will  prove  a  useful  and  ready  reference 
to  New  York  State’s  offerings  in  higher  education. 

While  every  precaution  has  been  taken  to  avoid  error,  no  doubt  inaccuracies 
will  appear.  As  time  passes,  changing  policies  of  institutions  will  alter  the  facts 
herein  reported.  Any  errors  or  institutional  change  of  policy  should  be  reported 
to  the  Director  of  Higher  Education  for  consideration  in  any  future  revision  of 
this  manual. 

Administrative  officers,  research  workers  and  others  interested  in  higher  educa¬ 
tion  will  find  in  this  manual  a  wealth  of  detailed  information  concerning  higher 
education  in  the  State  of  New  York  that  has  not  been  heretofore  available.

INTRODUCTION 


This  manual  is  intended  to  assist  educational  coun¬ 
selors  in  finding  the  kinds  of  opportunities  in  higher 
education  desired  by  high  school  graduates,  persons 
released  from  the  armed  services  and  persons  released 
from  war  industries. 

It  gives  the  location  of  institutions  of  different  types, 
a  brief  description  of  each  institution,  the  accreditation 
of  institutions,  the  degrees  institutions  confer  on  the 
completion  of  registered  courses  of  study,  a  general 
pattern  of  requirements  for  admission  to  several  kinds 
of  institutions,  the  institutions  offering  final  vocational 
preparation  in  each  of  a  number  of  fields,  personnel 
services  provided  by  institutions  and  a  series  of  tables 
showing  details  of  enrolment,1  major  subjects  of  stu¬ 
dents,  living  accommodations  and  expenses. 

The  counselor  should  be  able,  with  the  information 
contained  in  this  manual,  to  help  the  prospective  stu¬ 
dent  make  a  tentative  selection  of  a  few  institutions  of 
higher  education.  Additional  information  about  insti¬ 
tutions,  obtained  from  the  college  catalogs  and  from 
the  directors  of  admission,  will  enable  the  prospective 
student  to  make  his  final  choice  of  one  institution. 

All  the  institutions  for  which  data  are  presented  are 
degree-granting  colleges  or  universities  except  the 
junior  colleges.  The  latter  have  been  included  in  this 
manual  because  many  of  their  students  transfer  at  the 
end  of  two  years  to  a  degree-granting  institution. 
None  of  the  institutions  in  this  manual  is  operated  for 
the  profit  of  any  individual  or  group.  Most  of  them 
operate  on  fees,  income  from  endowment  funds  and 
gifts  while  20  operate  on  funds  raised  by  taxation. 

A  companion  manual  covering  opportunities  for 
higher  education  in  non-degreeTgranting  institutions  is 
in  preparation.

Factors  affecting  the  choice  of  a  college.  The 

student’s  choice  of  a  school  is  limited  by  many  factors 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

Location  of  institution  —  nearness  to  student’s  home, 
commuting  distance 

Type  of  community  —  metropolitan,  urban,  rural 


Sex  of  students  admitted  —  men  only,  women  only, 
coeducational 

Enrolment  —  small,  medium,  large 
Geographical  area  served  —  local,  state-wide,  re¬ 
gional,  national  and  international 
Vocational  offering  —  general  or  specific  courses 
Major  fields  of  study  —  fields  in  which  major  spe¬ 
cialization  is  offered  and  number  of  students 
majoring  in  each  field 

Requirements  for  admission  —  highly  restrictive  or 
open  generally  to  high  school  graduates 
Degree  level  —  undergraduate  or  graduate 
Student  personnel  services  —  meager  or  extensive 
Living  accommodations  —  dormitory  facilities,  fra¬ 
ternity  houses,  private  homes  in  the  community 
Student  expenses  —  low  or  high 
Financial  aid  to  students  —  limited  or  extensive 
Sponsorship  of  institution  —  State,  non-tax-supported 
and  church  affiliation 

Institutional  finances  —  expenditure  per  student  for 
education 

Institutional  resources  —  endowment  and  value  of 
plant  per  student 

Source  of  data.  Data  have  been  obtained  from 
questionnaires  filled  in  by  the  institutions,  from  college 
catalogs,  from  official  records  of  the  State  Education 
Department  and  from  various  published  directories. 
The  general  text  of  the  manual  has  been  referred  to  all 
institutions  for  approval.  The  description  of  each 
institution  and  the  tabulated  data  have  been  referred 
only  to  the  respective  institutions. 

Interpretation  of  data.  In  the  brief  description 
of  each  institution  its  position  is  given  in  a  group  of 
institutions  with  respect  to  the  geographical  distribu¬ 
tion  of  students,  entrance  requirements,  student  per¬ 
sonnel  services  and  student  expenses. 

Seventeen  per  cent  of  the  full-time  students  attending 
degree-granting  institutions  in  New  York  State  come 
from  outside  the  State.  Half  of  the  institutions  draw 
between  5  and  34  per  cent  of  their  students  from  out- 


1  Full-time  enrolment  unless  otherwise  stated. 
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side  the  State.  Institutions  drawing-  less  than  5  per 
cent  of  their  students  from  outside  the  State  are 
described  as  drawing  a  small  percentage.  Institutions 
drawing  more  than  34  per  cent  of  their  students  from 
outside  the  State  are  described  as  drawing  a  large 
percentage. 

The  usual  pattern  of  requirements  for  admission  is 
given  in  table  1.  In  the  description  of  each  institution 
the  significant  deviations  from  the  usual  pattern  are 
given.  Either  the  college  catalog  or  the  college  regis¬ 
trar  should  be  consulted  regarding  the  specific  require¬ 
ments  for  admission  to  the  institution  selected  by  the 
prospective  student.  A  list  of  institutions  is  given  with 
the  level  of  the  high  school  graduating  class  each 
desires  to  serve  in  table  2. 

The  student  personnel  services  provided  by  each  insti¬ 
tution  aie  indicated  in  table  3.  Data  are  not  available 
to  show  the  quality  of  the  services  provided  by  any 
institution.  A  grouping  of  the  institutions  in  terms  of 
the  number  of  student  personnel  services  they  provide 
shows  that  one-fourth  of  the  institutions  provide  24  or 
more  different  services.  Another  quarter  of  the  insti¬ 
tutions  provide  15  services  or  less.  These  groupings 
are  shown  in  table  3  and  are  also  used  to  interpret  the 
data  in  the  description  of  each  institution.  The  groups 
aie  referred  to  as  the  highest-quarter,  middle-half  and 
lovvest-quarter. 

The  chaiges  which  all  students  have  to  pay  in  each 
liberal  arts  college  are  compared  with  the  charges  in  a

gioup  of  similar  institutions.  A  comparison  is  also 
given  for  the  average1  amount  of  scholarships,  loans 
and  amounts  earned  by  employed  students.  Following 
aie  given  the  limits  of  the  middle  50  per  cent  for  these 
items  as  used  in  the  description  of  each  institution. 
Data  aie  not  available  for  all  institutions  nor  for 
separate  parts  of  some  institutions.

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ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 


Most  institutions  make  definite  prescriptions  regard¬ 
ing  the  high  school  subjects  required  for  entrance. 
Two  plans  are  used  by  institutions  in  setting  up  their 
prescriptions.  The  plan  most  widely  used  specifies  the 
number  of  units  of  credit  in  each  subject  which  must 
be  presented  for  entrance.  The  alternate  plan  provides 
that  a  student  must  present  two  majors  of  three  units 


each  (including  English)  and  one  or  more  minors  of 
two  units  each,  chosen  from  a  prescribed  list  of 
subjects.  The  most  common  pattern  of  subjects  pre¬ 
scribed  for  admission  to  several  curriculums  is  given 
in  table  1.  In  the  description  of  each  institution 
significant  deviations  from  this  pattern  are  given.

Elective  units.  Applicants  for  admission  to 
degree-granting  institutions  must  present  16  units  of 
secondary  school  credit.  Most  colleges  and  universities 
specify  10  to  12  required  units;  the  balance  to  make 
16  are  electives.  Usually  a  limit  is  placed  on  the 
number  of  elective  units  in  such  fields  as  art,  commer¬ 
cial  subjects,  homemaking,  industrial  art  and  music. 

Few  institutions  will  accept  credit  for  a  foreign 
language  for  entrance  unless  at  least  two  units  are 
presented  in  the  same  language. 


The  requirements  of  each  institution  vary  from  the 
above  general  pattern.  The  specific  requirements  of 
an  institution  should  be  obtained  from  the  college 
catalog  or  from  the  college  registrar  by  every  applicant. 

Many  institutions  indicate  that  they  prefer  to  admit 
students  from  some  designated  level  of  the  high  school 
graduating  class,  such  as  the  highest  quarter  or  the 
upper  half.  The  preference  governing  the  admission 
policy  of  each  institution  is  given  in  table  2.

DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTITUTIONS 


ADELPHI COLLEGE 


ALFRED  UNIVERSITY 


Adelphi  College  is  located  in  Garden  City,  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  which  is  11,223.  The  population  of  Nassau 
county  is  over  400,000.  The  college  is  located  about 
25  miles  from  Manhattan. 

Sponsorship.  Adelphi  College  was  chartered  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  in  1896.  It  is  non-tax-supported 
with  no  church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  number  of  students 
enrolled  has  been  883.  It  is  hoped  in  the  postwar 
period  that  the  college  may  enrol  1200  students.  The 
undergraduate  program  is  for  women.  Both  sexes  are 
admitted,  however,  to  the  graduate  division  and  exten¬ 
sion  courses.  A  relatively  small  percentage  of  students 
come  from  outside  New  York  State. 

Instructional  programs.  The  chief  purpose  of 
Adelphi  College  is  to  provide  a  liberal  arts  program 
for  women.  The  college  also  has  a  school  of  nursing 
and  a  two-year  course  in  business  administration. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  entrance  require¬ 
ments  for  admission  to  the  liberal  arts  course  follow  the 
usual  pattern  of  requirements  in  other  colleges. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  middle-half  of  institutions  on  the  number 
of  student  personnel  services  provided.  An  extra 
charge  is  made  for  psychiatric  treatment  of  mental  dis¬ 
orders. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  for  235  women,  but  no  fraternities.  The  col¬ 
lege  dining  hall  accommodates  1000  persons. 

Student  expenses  and  financial  assistance.  The 

position  of  Adelphi  College  with  respect  to  a  group  of 
similar  institutions  is  shown  in  the  following  table. 


Alfred  University  is  located  at  Alfred,  a  village  of 
694  population.  Allegany  county  has  a  population  of 
nearly  40,000.  Alfred  is  about  ten  miles  from  Hornell. 

Sponsorship.  The  university  was  chartered  by 
the  Legislature  in  1857.  The  New  York  State  College 
of  Ceramics,  located  on  the  campus  of  Alfred  Uni¬ 
versity,  started  as  a  school  of  clay  working  in  1900  and 
became  a  college  in  1932.  It  is  tax-supported.  Alfred 
University  also  has  a  two-year  extension  division  in 
Jamestown.  The  university,  except  the  College  of 
Ceramics,  is  non-tax-supported  and  is  independent  of 
church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  Alfred  LTniversity  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  has  enrolled  326  students  and  would  like  to  enrol 
about  400  in  the  postwar  period.  The  institution  is 
open  to  men  and  women.  The  percentage  of  students 
coming  from  outside  the  State  to  Alfred  is  the  average 
for  all  institutions. 

The  New  York  State  College  of  Ceramics  has  en¬ 
rolled  330  and  would  like  to  enrol  430  in  the  postwar 
period.  This  college  is  open  to  both  men  and  women. 
It  has  enrolled  a  comparatively  small  percentage  of 
students  from  outside  New  York  State. 

Instructional  programs.  Courses  are  offered  in 
liberal  arts,  engineering  (ceramics),  and  theology. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  liberal  arts  curriculum  vary  somewhat 
from  the  usual  pattern.  Four  units  of  English  are 
specified  with  the  remaining  12  units  as  electives,  of 
which  not  more  than  five  may  be  in  nonacademic  sub¬ 
jects.  Requirements  for  admission  to  the  College  of 
Ceramics  are  the  same  as  the  general  pattern  for  a 
bachelor  of  science  curriculum  except  that  no  social 
studies  are  prescribed.

BARD  COLLEGE 

Bard  College  is  located  at  Annandale-on-Hudson,  a 
very  small  hamlet  a  few  miles  west  of  Red  Hook.  It  is 
about  20  miles  north  of  Poughkeepsie.  Dutchess 
county  has  a  population  of  about  120,000. 

Sponsorship.  The  institution  was  chartered  by 
the  Legislature  as  St  Stephen’s  College  in  1860.  In 
1928  the  institution  was  affiliated  with  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity  and  in  1935  became  Bard  College.  In  May 
1944  Bard  College  became  independent  of  Columbia 
University  and  has  changed  from  a  college  for  men  only 
to  a  coeducational  institution.  It  is  non-tax-supported 
with  no  church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  registration  has  been  141 
students.  It  is  expected  that  215  students  will  be 
enrolled  in  the  postwar  period.  Compared  with  other 
institutions,  a  very  high  percentage  of  students  is  drawn 
from  outside  New  York  State. 

Instructional  programs.  Courses  are  offered  in 
the  liberal  arts  curriculum. 

Entrance  requirements.  There  are  no  prescribed 
subjects  for  admission. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  middle-half  of  institutions  on  the  number 
of  student  personnel  services  provided.  No  extra 
charge  is  made  for  the  services  provided. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  to  accommodate  215  students.  The  college 
dining  hall  will  accommodate  225  persons. 


BENNETT  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

Bennett  Junior  College  is  located  at  Millbrook,  a  vil¬ 
lage  of  1340  population.  Dutchess  county  has  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  over  120,000.  This  location  is  about  ten  miles 
east  of  Poughkeepsie. 

Sponsorship.  The  institution  was  chartered  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  in  1924.  It  is  non-tax-supported 
with  no  church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  number  of  students 
enrolled  has  been  149.  In  the  postwar  period,  it  is 
desired  to  enrol  160.  Only  women  are  admitted.  A 
relatively  large  percentage  of  students  come  from 
outside  New  York  State. 

Instructional  programs.  The  college  offers  a  two- 
year  course  in  liberal  arts,  fine  arts,  applied  arts  and. 
applied  science.  The  following  specialties  are  included 
in  the  above  fields :  child  study,  homemaking,  clothing 
and  textiles,  secretarial  studies,  costume  design,  interior 
decoration,  prenursing,  prejournalism  and  presocial 
work. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  requirements  for 
admission  vary  somewhat  from  the  usual  pattern.  An 
accredited  high  school  diploma,  12  units  in  required 
subjects,  an  acceptable  intelligence  quotient,  and  at  least 
an  average  high  school  record  are  specified. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  lowest-quarter  of  institutions  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  student  personnel  services  provided.  An  extra 
charge  is  made  for  counsel  on  problems  of  mental  health, 
and  hospital  or  infirmary  service. 
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Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  for  150  students  but  no  fraternity  houses.  The 
college  dining  hall  will  accommodate  150  students. 

BIBLICAL  SEMINARY 

The  Biblical  Seminary  is  located  in  New  York  City 
at  235  East  49th  street. 

Sponsorship.  The  Biblical  Seminary  was  char¬ 
tered  by  the  Board  of  Regents  in  1903.  It  is  a  non- 
tax-supported  interdenominational  school. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  registration  at  any  time 
has  been  about  140  students.  In  the  postwar  period  the 
institution  would  like  to  accommodate  175  students. 
Both  men  and  women  are  admitted.  Compared  with 
other  institutions  in  the  State,  a  very  high  percentage 
of  students  is  drawn  from  outside  New  York  State. 

Instructional  programs.  Courses  are  offered  in 
theology  and  in  religious  fields. 

Entrance  requirements.  For  admission  to  the 
department  of  theology  or  to  courses  leading  to  ad¬ 
vanced  degrees,  college  graduation  or  the  equivalent  is 
required. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  middle-half  of  institutions  on  the  number 
of  student  personnel  services  provided.  No  extra 
charge  is  made  for  the  services  provided. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  to  accommodate  150  men  and  women.  There 
are  no  fraternity  houses.  An  institutional  dining  hall 
will  accommodate  150  students. 

BRIARCLIFF  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

Briarcliff  Junior  College  is  located  at  Briarcliff 
Manor,  a  village  of  1830  population  in  Westchester 
county,  which  has  a  population  of  half  a  million.  The 
college  is  located  about  12  miles  north  of  Yonkers. 

Sponsorship.  The  college  was  chartered  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  in  1933.  It  is  non-tax-supported  with 
no  church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  enrolment  has  been  108 
students.  In  the  postwar  period  it  desires  to  enrol  about 
250.  Enrolment  is  restricted  to  women.  A  very  large 
percentage  of  students  come  to  this  college  from  outside 
the  State. 

Instructional  programs.  The  college  offers  a  two- 
year  course  in  liberal  arts,  fine  arts,  applied  arts  and 
applied  science.  Specialties  within  these  fields  include 


costume  design,  interior  decoration,  home  economics 
and  business  training. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  requirements  for 
admission  deviate  from  the  general  pattern.  An  ac¬ 
credited  high  school  diploma  or  the  equivalent  must  be 
presented  to  the  college. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  lowest-quarter  of  institutions  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  student  personnel  services  provided.  No  extra 
charge  is  made  for  the  services  provided. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  for  146  women  but  no  fraternity  houses.  A 
college  dining  hall  will  accommodate  200  persons. 


BROOKLYN  COLLEGE 

Brooklyn  College  is  located  in  the  Borough  of  Brook¬ 
lyn. 

Sponsorship.  The  institution  was  organized  in 
1930  by  the  board  of  higher  education  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  under  the  authority  of  the  charter  of  the 
College  of  the  City  of  New  York.  It  is  tax-supported. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  registration  has  been 
6893.  It  is  expected  to  enrol  about  6100  students  in 
the  postwar  period.  Both  men  and  women  are 
admitted.  All  students  must  be  residents  of  New  York 
City. 

Instructional  programs.  The  day  courses  are 
limited  to  liberal  arts.  Evening  courses  provide  liberal 
arts  and  a  major  in  education.  There  are  two-year 
courses  in  business,  civil  service,  home  economics, 
journalism  and  recreational  leadership. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  entrance  require¬ 
ments  follow  the  pattern  for  liberal  arts  colleges,  except 
that  they  are  high  in  language  and  low  in  science  and 
social  studies. 

Student  personnel  services.  Brooklyn  College 
stands  in  the  middle-half  of  institutions  on  the  number 
of  student  personnel  services  provided.  An  extra 
charge  is  made  for  testing  of  scholastic  aptitudes. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  no  dormi¬ 
tories  or  fraternities.  The  college  dining  hall  will 
accommodate  5000  students. 

Student  expenses  and  financial  assistance.  The 
position  of  Brooklyn  College  with  respect  to  a  group  of 
similar  institutions  is  shown  in  the  following  table.

BROOKLYN  LAW  SCHOOL 

Brooklyn  Law  School  is  located  at  375  Pearl  street, 
in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

Sponsorship.  This  institution  was  chartered  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  in  1869.  The  name  was  changed 
to  Brooklyn  Law  School  in  1903  when  it  was  affiliated 
with  St  Lawrence  University.  In  1944  the  Brooklyn 
Law  School  became  an  independent  institution.  It  is 
non-tax-supported  with  no  church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  Both  men  and  women  are  admitted. 
A  relatively  small  number  of  students  come  from  outside 
New  York  State. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  Brooklyn  Law  School  are  a  qualifying 
certificate  as  prescribed  by  the  State  Education  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  lowest-quarter  of  institutions  on  the 
number  of  student  personnel  services  provided.  No 
extra  charge  is  made  for  the  services  provided. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  no  living 
accommodations  at  this  institution. 

CANISIUS  COLLEGE 

Canisius  College  is  located  in  Buffalo,  population  of 
575,901.  Erie  county  has  a  population  of  nearly 
800,000. 

Sponsorship.  This  institution  was  chartered  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  in  1883.  It  is  affiliated  with  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  number  of  students 
enrolled  has  been  810.  It  is  desired  to  enrol  about  900 
students  in  the  postwar  period.  Only  men  students  are 
admitted  to  the  day  session.  Both  men  and  women  are 
admitted  to  late  afternoon  and  evening  classes.  A  very 
small  percentage  of  students  is  enrolled  from  outside 
New  York  State. 


Instructional  programs.  The  institution  offers  a 
liberal  arts  curriculum  and  a  curriculum  in  business 
administration  from  which  graduates  are  admitted  to 
the  C.  P.  A.  examination.  It  also  offers  a  two-year 
preprofessional  course  in  engineering,  dentistry,  law  and 
medicine.  Canisius  College  also  has  a  school  of  nurs¬ 
ing. 

Entrance  requirements.  For  the  bachelor  of  arts 
degree,  the  requirements  follow  the  general  pattern  but 
tend  to  be  high  in  foreign  language  and  low  in  science. 
For  the  bachelor  of  science  degree,  the  requirements  do 
not  specify  courses  in  science. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  middle-half  of  institutions  on  the  number 
of  student  personnel  services  provided.  An  extra 
charge  is  made  for  supervision  of  extracurricular  activi¬ 
ties. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  no  dormi¬ 
tories  or  fraternity  houses.  A  college  dining  hall 
accommodates  about  400  persons.

CAZENOVIA  JUNIOR  COLLEGE

Sponsorship.  The  institution  was  founded  in 
1825.  In  1934  junior  college  courses  were  added  to 
the  seminary.  In  1942  its  program  was  limited  to  the 
junior  college.  It  is  non-tax-supported  with  no  church 
affiliation. 

Enrolment.  No  information  is  given  as  to  the 
largest  enrolment.  It  is  hoped  to  enrol  about  150 
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students  in  the  postwar  period.  Only  women  are 
admitted.  Compared  with  other  institutions,  the  per¬ 
centage  of  students  drawn  from  outside  New  York 
.State  is  slightly  less  than  the  average. 

Instructional  programs.  The  institution  offers 
courses  in  liberal  arts,  business  administration  and  sec¬ 
retarial  studies. 

Entrance  requirements.  There  is  no  fixed  pat¬ 
tern  of  subjects  for  admission.  Graduates  of  approved 
high  schools  must  submit  credentials  which  satisfy  the 
committee  on  admissions. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  middle-half  of  institutions  on  the  number 
of  student  personnel  services  provided.

CITY  COLLEGE 

City  College  is  located  at  139th  street  and  Convent 
avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.  The  institution 
consists  of  the  following  administrative  units:  College 
of  Liberal  Arts  and  Science;  School  of  Technology; 
School  of  Business  and  Civic  Administration ;  School 
of  Education. 

Sponsorship.  This  institution  was  chartered  by 
the  Legislature  in  1847.  It  is  controlled  by  the  board 
of  higher  education  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  is 
tax-supported. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  enrolment  has  been 
8856.  It  is  expected  that  about  9000  students  will  be 
enrolled  in  the  postwar  period.  Both  men  and  women 
are  admitted  except  that  women  may  not  matriculate 
for  degrees  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Science.  Matriculated  students  must  be  residents  of 
New  York  City. 

Instructional  programs.  Courses  are  offered  in 
liberal  arts,  various  fields  of  engineering,  business 
administration  and  education.  The  college  also  enrols 
a  considerable  number  of  part-time  students. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  requirements  for 
admission  follow  the  pattern  of  liberal  arts  colleges. 
The  School  of  Business,  in  addition,  allows  a  maximum 
of  five  elective  units  in  commercial  subjects  to  be 
credited  toward  admission. 


CLARKSON  COLLEGE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

Clarkson  College  of  Technology  is  located  in  Pots¬ 
dam,  a  village  of  about  5000  inhabitants,  150  miles 
north  of  Syracuse  in  St  Lawrence  county. 

Sponsorship.  The  college  was  founded  in  1895 
and  was  chartered  by  the  Board  of  Regents  in  1896. 
It  is  a  non-tax-supported  institution  and  is  not  affiliated 
with  any  religious  denomination. 

Enrolment.  Just  prior  to  the  war,  Clarkson  had 
an  enrolment  of  over  600  students,  but  plans  are  being 
made  for  a  student  body  of  about  700  in  the  postwar 
period.  Men  students  only  are  admitted.  Compared 
with  other  colleges,  slightly  less  than  the  average  per¬ 
centage  of  students  is  enrolled  from  other  states. 

Instructional  programs.  Courses  are  offered  in 
the  various  branches  of  engineering,  including  chemical, 
civil,  electrical,  mechanical  and  industrial.  In  addition 
to  these  are  courses  in  business  administration  and 
chemistry.  The  first  three  years  of  the  mechanical 
course  are  accepted  by  the  Guggenheim  School  of 
Aeronautics  of  New  York  University  toward  an  aero¬ 
nautical  degree. 

Entrance  requirements.  The  requirements  for 
admission  follow  the  pattern  set  for  other  engineering 
colleges,  except  that  students  may  be  admitted  without 
a  foreign  language.  Students  applying  for  admission 
in  business  administration  need  not  offer  more  than  two 
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units  of  mathematics  and  one  unit  of  science.  In  gen¬ 
eral,  the  requirements  follow  the  usual  pattern  of  other 
business  colleges. 

Student  personnel  services.  Although  Clarkson 
College  stands  in  the  lowest-quarter  of  institutions  on 
the  number  of  student  personnel  services  provided,  all 
students  are  free  to  confer  with  their  advisers  or 
department  heads  on  any  topic  concerning  which  they 
desire  information  or  advice.  No  extra  charge  is  made 
for  the  services  provided. 

Living  accommodations.  The  college  has  two 
cooperative  dormitories  that  are  available,  at  very  mod¬ 
erate  rates,  to  a  limited  number  of  students  who  find 
it  necessary  to  economize.  There  are  five  local  fra¬ 
ternities  which  will  accommodate  over  130  men.  A 
majority  of  the  students  live  in  private  homes  near  the 
college. 


COLGATE-ROCHESTER  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 

Colgate-Rochester  Divinity  School  is  located  in 
Rochester,  population  324,975.  This  is  in  Monroe 
county,  which  has  a  population  of  nearly  half  a  million. 

Sponsorship.  In  1928  the  theological  seminaries 
of  Colgate  University  and  the  University  of  Rochester 
were  merged  to  form  this  institution.  It  is  a  non-tax- 
supported  institution  affiliated  with  the  Baptist  Church. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  enrolment  has  been  119 
students.  It  is  desired  to  enrol  about  200  students  in 
the  postwar  period.  Both  men  and  women  are  admitted. 
Compared  with  other  institutions,  a  very  high  percent¬ 
age  of  students  is  enrolled  from  outside  New  York 
State. 

Instructional  programs.  Courses  are  offered  in 
theology. 

Entrance  requirements.  College  graduation, 
including  90  semester  hours  in  arts  and  science,  is 
required  for  admission. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  middle-half  of  institutions  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  student  personnel  services  provided.  An  extra 
charge  is  made  for  physical  and  medical  examinations, 
counsel  on  health  and  physical  condition,  and  psychiatric 
treatment  for  mental  disturbances. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  for  110  men  and  23  women.  There  are  no 
fraternities.  The  college  dining  hall  will  accommodate 
150. 


COLGATE  UNIVERSITY 

Colgate  University  is  located  in  Hamilton,  a  village 
of  1790  population.  Madison  county  has  nearly  40,000 
population.  Hamilton  is  about  30  miles  southwest  of 
Utica  and  40  miles  southeast  of  Syracuse. 

Sponsorship.  The  institution  was  founded  in 
1819.  It  is  non-tax-supported,  of  Baptist  origin  but 
with  no  direct  church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  The  largest  enrolment  was  1094 
students.  It  is  desired  to  enrol  about  1000  students  in 
the  postwar  period.  Only  men  are  admitted.  Compared 
with  other  institutions,  a  very  high  percentage  of  stu¬ 
dents  is  enrolled  from  outside  New  York  State. 

Instructional  programs.  Courses  are  offered  in 
liberal  arts  and  in  education. 

Entrance  requirements.  There  is  no  fixed  pattern 
of  subjects  required  for  admission.  An  applicant  must 
have  at  least  eight  of  the  16  units  in  history,  foreign 
language,  mathematics  and  science,  with  a  proficiency 
in  English. 

Student  personnel  services.  The  institution 
stands  in  the  highest-quarter  of  institutions  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  student  personnel  services  provided.  An  extra 
single  charge  is  made  for  physical  and  medical  exam¬ 
inations,  counsel  on  health  and  physical  condition,  clin¬ 
ical  service  by  a  nurse  or  physician,  and  hospital  or 
infirmary  service. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  for  500  students.  Fraternities  will  accommo¬ 
date  520  students.  One  college  dining  hall  seats  500 
persons.

Columbia  University  consists  of  the  following  admin¬ 
istrative  units:  Barnard  College;  the  College  of  Phar¬ 
macy  ;  Coliege  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons ;  Columbia 
College;  Department  of  Nursing  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons;  Faculties  of  Political  Science, 
Philosophy  and  Pure  Science ;  the  General  Course  for 
University  Undergraduates;  New  York  Post-Graduate 
Medical  School;  New  York  School  of  Social  Work; 
Professional  Courses  in  Optometry;  School  of  Archi¬ 
tecture  ;  School  of  Business ;  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery ;  School  of  Engineering ;  Graduate  School  of 
Journalism;  School  of  Law;  School  of  Library  Service; 
School  of  Tropical  Medicine;  Teachers  College;  Uni¬ 
versity  Extension ;  and  the  Summer  Session.  All  of 
these  units,  except  the  School  of  Tropical  Medicine, 
are  located  in  New  York  City. 

Sponsorship.  Columbia  University  was  started 
by  authority  of  a  colonial  charter  in  1754.  It  is  non¬ 
tax-supported  with  no  church  affiliation. 

Barnard  College  was  chartered  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  in  1889;  it  affiliated  with  Columbia  University 
in  1900.  It  has  no  church  affiliation. 

Columbia  College  dates  back  to  the  colonial  charter 
of  1754.  It  has  had  an  affiliation  with  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

Teachers  College  was  chartered  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  in  1889;  it  was  affiliated  with  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1898.  It  has  no  church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  Columbia  University  as  a  whole 
draws  a  relatively  high  percentage  of  students  from  out¬ 
side  New  York  State. 

Barnard  College  has  enrolled  1057  students.  It  is 
expected  to  enrol  1100  students  in  the  postwar  period. 
Only  women  are  admitted.  Compared  with  other  col¬ 
leges  slightly  more  than  the  average  percentage  of 
students  is  admitted  from  outside  the  State. 

The  College  of  Pharmacy  has  enrolled  869  students. 
It  is  expected  that  250  students  will  be  enrolled  in  the 
postwar  period.  Both  men  and  women  are  admitted. 
A  comparatively  small  percentage  of  students  is  admit¬ 
ted  from  outside  the  State. 

The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  has 
enrolled  464  students.  It  is  expected  that  425  will  be 
enrolled  in  the  postwar  period.  Both  men  and  women 
are  admitted.  A  relatively  high  percentage  of  students 
is  enrolled  from  outside  New  York  State.

Service,  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Science,  Graduate 
School  of  Business  Administration,  School  of  Com¬ 
merce,  Accounts  and  Finance,  School  of  Education, 
School  of  Law,  School  of  Retailing,  University  College 
of  Arts  and  Pure  Science,  Washington  Square  College 
of  Arts  and  Science.  All  of  these  units  are  located  in 
New  York  City. 

Sponsorship.  The  institution  was  chartered  by 
the  Legislature  in  1831.  It  is  non-tax-supported  with  no 
church  affiliation. 

Enrolment.  The  peak  enrolment  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  for  a  single  term  has  been  36,392  students,  of  which 
number,  13,475  have  been  full-time  and  18,609  part- 
time  in  degree-conferring  divisions,  and  the  remainder 
in  adult  non-degree-conferring  programs.  It  is  expected 
that  these  figures,  for  the  degree-conferring  divisions, 
will  again  be  reached  in  the  postwar  period,  but  prob¬ 


ably  not  exceeded.  The  postwar  potentiality  of  the 
adult  education  program  is  flexible.  Both  men  and 
women  are  admitted,  except  to  the  University  College 
of  Arts  and  Pure  Science.  The  institution  as  a  whole 
draws  an  average  percentage  of  students  from  outside 
New  York  State.

Pure  Science  and  in  Washington  Square  College  of  Arts 
and  Science.  New  York  University  is  peculiarly 
organized  and  equipped  for  the  instruction  of  great 
numbers  of  students  in  its  several  schools  other  than 
dentistry  and  medicine,  on  both  undergraduate  and 
graduate  levels,  in  part-time  programs  which  enable 
them  to  pursue  outside  vocational  interests  concurrently. 
These  programs  are  so  flexibly  arranged  as  to  admit  of 
attendance  at  convenient  hours,  both  day  and  evening, 
and  the  standards  of  instruction  and  requirements  are 
identical  with  those  of  the  regular  full-time  courses  of 
instruction,  the  only  difference  being  the  greater  length 
of  time  requisite  for  degrees  and  other  academic 
awards.

An 
extra  charge  is  made  for  diagnosis  and  remedy  of  read¬ 
ing  difficulties,  physical  and  medical  examinations  and 
supervision  of  extracurricular  activities. 
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The  university  maintains  a  counseling  service  in  the 
office  of  the  registrar  for  the  benefit  of  students  and 
prospective  students  who  may  require  special  advice  and 
direction  relating  to  course  offerings  and  vocations. 
Particular  attention,  through  the  Veterans  Counseling 
Service,  is  accorded  the  educational  problems  of  men 
and  women  discharged  from  the  armed  forces. 

The  counseling  service  also  serves  as  a  liaison 
between  tbe  various  schools,  colleges  and  divisions  of 
the  university  on  the  one  hand  and  the  federal,  state 
and  local  agencies  on  the  other.  Special  measures  have 
been  instituted  for  the  prompt  reception  and  rapid 
progression  of  ex-service  personnel. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  at  University  Heights  for  301  men  and  at 
Washington  Square  for  1-84  women,  in  addition  to 
which  the  facilities  of  carefully  selected  neighboring 
hotels,  apartment  houses  and  private  residences  are 
regularly  employed.

The  institution 
stands  in  the  highest-quarter  of  institutions  on  the 
number  of  student  personnel  services  provided.  An 
extra  charge  is  made  for  clinical  service  by  a  nurse  or 
physician  and  for  hospital  or  infirmary  service. 

Living  accommodations.  There  are  dormitory 
facilities  for  308  students.  Dining  halls  will  accommo¬ 
date  325  persons.

Some  approve  liberal 
arts  colleges ;  others  approve  professional  schools  of 
various  kinds.  A  person  who  is  choosing  a  college, 
university  or  professional  school  should  select  one  that 
has  been  approved  by  some  reliable  agency. 

Accrediting  agencies  have  been  selected  for  reference 
in  this  manual  according  to  the  needs  of  prospective 
students.  There  are  a  number  of  accrediting  agencies 
which  approve  professional  schools  and  colleges.  The 
lack  of  available  space  prevents  listing  them  in  this 
manual.  Persons  interested  in  graduate  study  should 
be  concerned  with  approval  by  the  Association  of 
American  Universities.  Persons  interested  in  liberal 
arts  colleges  should  be  concerned  with  approval  by  the 
Association  of  American  Universities,  the  Middle 
States  Association  and  the  New  York  State  Education 
Department.  Persons  interested  in  a  professional 
career  should  be  concerned  with  approval  by  the  New 
York  State  Education  Department. 

Following  are  very  brief  statements  regarding  the 
significance  of  accreditation  by  the  agencies  whose 
approved  lists  are  given.
